Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Application is 
allowed primarily because the instant application recycles the acidic fluid during the 
pretreatment of wood chips without adding or removing substances from the drained acidic fluid. 
Following the treatment the chips are heated with steam and then alkali impregnation liquor. 
This differs from the prior art where either the acidic treatment stream is either not recycled at all 
or substances arc removed from the acidic stream including hemicellulose, lignin, and non- 
process-elements such as metals. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
